Coimnonwealth of Massachusetts,

To George A. King, Constable of the Town of Palmer, Greeting : 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby directed 
to notify and warn all the inhabitants of the town of Palmer, qualified to 
vote in elections and town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Palmer, on Monday, the 18th day of March, instant, at 10 o’clock A. M., 
to act on the following articles, viz :— 

Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 

Art. 2. To determine the number of Selectmen, Overseers of the Poor, 
Assessors, School Committee, and Constables the town will choose for the en¬ 
suing year. 

Art. 3. To elect all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 

Art. 4. To act upon the report of the School Committee, Selectmen, 
Overseers of the Poor, and other town officers. 

Art. 5. To raise such sums of money as are necessary to defray the cur¬ 
rent expenses of the town for the ensuing year. 

Art. 6. To see if the town will raise any money to reduce the debt of the 
town. 

Art. 7. To determine the manner of repairing the highways and bridges 
for the ensuing year. 

Art. 8. To determine the manner the town will take to collect the taxes 
that may be assessed, and state the terms and conditions of the same. 

Art. 9. To see if the town will allow a discount upon the taxes that may 
be assessed the ensuing year. 

Art. IQ. To see if the town will make any by-laws and regulations to pre¬ 
vent the pasturing of cattle and other animals upon the streets and highways 
of the town. 

Art. 11. To see if the town will accept the list of Jurors as revised by the 
Selectmen. 

Art. 12. To choose Committees and give them instructions. 

Art. 13. To hear reports of Committees and act thereon. 

Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to build a new School House east of 
L. F. Whiting’s, on the site of the old Newell house, and appropriate money 
for the same. 

Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen or School 
Committee to provide conveyance to and from school, for such scholars as may 
be deprived of schooling on account of distance. 

Art. 16. To see if the town will instruct the Selectmen to lay out a road 
in Duckville or Bondville, as follows, to wit:—Commencing at an oak tree 
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soutlierly of the house of Michael Griffin ; thence in a westerly direction past 
the house of said Griffin and along an old road to a point east side of house of 
Merrick Whitney ; thence commencing on line of said proposed road at a point 
near the house of said Griffin ; thence in an easterly direction past the houses 
of Morris Connor, John Connor, John Griffin, Thomas Griffin, to a point near 
the house of Timothy Lines. 

Akt. 17. To see if the town will instruct the Selectmen to lay out a road 
at or near the house formerly owned by Henry Starks, running by Humphrey 
Sullivan and John Gavin’s house to the house of Patrick Clifford. 

Art. 18. To see if tlie town will vote to pay Jason A, Palmer for posting 
up towm warrants for the year 1870. 

Art. 19. To see if the town will indemnify P. W. Webster against all costs 
and damage that may accrue on account of a suit commenced against him by 
A. Dewey for removing earth from side of highway in his capacity as high¬ 
way surveyor. 

Idle names of Selectmen, Overseers of the Poor, Assessors, School Com¬ 
mittee and Constables who are voted for, must be all on one ballot; 
Town Clerk and Treasurer on a separate ballot. And you are hereby requested

Report of the Coiiimitlee on Schools. 


1 OUR Committee will not indulge in many details respect¬ 
ing the condition of the Schools maintained in this town 
during the past year. We have employed a large proportion 
of Normal school graduates, and find this result. 

The Normal system works well in the case of those of its 
professors and teachers who, other things being equal, show 
flexibility in its application. 

In order to force our expenditures within an amount as 
nearly as possible to the appropriation for this department, 
we have secured the best talents we could for the least remu¬ 
neration we have had the face to offer. Besides, the school year 
was made two weeks shorter than usual, in the case of all 
the schools but one, with a view to contract the outlay as 
much as was feasible, while affording the out districts longer 
terms than they enjoyed the last year. The latter plan was 
adopted in harmony with what seemed to be the wish of the 
town. 

A large majority of the schools have been successfully 
conducted. If this statement is erroneous, citizens, by rea¬ 
son of their frequent personal inspection of their working, 
can refute us. The house at the Centre has been remodeled 
and thoroughly repaired, in accordance with a vote of the 
town. 

We recommend the sale of the school houses in the local¬ 
ities known as the '^Hastings and Foster districts,’’ and the 
building of a new house, at a point north and near Newell’s 
pond. Such a building will fairly accommodate the scholars 
of both ” districts,” there being less than thirty who need 
school privileges in that whole vicinity. 
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It will be desirable to put new seats into one of the upper 
rooms of the school house in Thorndike. If the town will 
also make an appropriation for painting the school buildings 
in Thorndike and Bond’s village, it will be good economy. 

As we have said, a majority of the teachers have worked 
faithfully and well. Without characterizing them individu¬ 
ally, we submit the accompanying statistics.
